REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art has 
failed to suggest either singly or in combination a novel articulated seat The applicant has 
disclosed the use of a seat plate having a top side, a front side, a rear side, a right side, a left side, 
and an underside; first and second linear gear racks; a rocker base having an upper side; first and 
second side rails, wherein each of the side rails have an arcuate side. The applicant shows first 
and second arcuate gear portions, each disposed on the arcuate side of one of the first and second 
side rails, wherein first and second arcuate gear portions are in intermeshing relationship to the 
first and second linear gear racks, respectively. The applicant has further shown a seat back 
pivotally connected to the seat plate; first and second back links pivotally connected to the seat 
back and to the rocker base; whereby during rocking movements of the seating mechanism, the 
first and second linear gear racks provide a moving tangent relative to the first and second 
arcuate gear portions such that the rocking movements occur over a moving fulcrum.
